Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt called for m ore citizenship Inter­ 
est and responsibility in global affairs w hen she spoke on the 
question “Is America Facing W orld Leadership?* for the first 
of th e current Com m unity Forum Series in Palm Springs H igh 
School auditorium last night. 
Appearing fresh and w a r m l y 
cordial to an enthusiastic audience, 
the 75-year-old former First Lady 
delivered an hour long lecture, 
end spent an additional 20 minutes 
on the question and answer per­ 
iod. She credited “good ancestors” 
and vital interests with maintain­ 
ing her great vitality. 


MRS. ROOSEVELT stated that 
a majority of American personal 
interests in foreign nations, includ­ 
ing Red Russia, ended with tour­ 
ism and interchanges, with "slight 
study” of the major adversary. 
Explaining that the United States 
had been forced into world leader­ 
ship after World War II. a n d 
quickly faced divided leadership 
in the aggressive postures of Rus­ 
sia. Mrs. Roosevelt emphasized 
that American leaders "must un­ 
derstand those we try to lead." 
and must also understand what is 
being led against

COALS AT HOME 
( EDITOR S SOTE; Because of the itn‘- 
potiancc of the report of the President's Com* 
mission on Sational Goals, The Desert Sun 
is carrying it in its entirety. This it another 
in the series.) 
8. TECHNOLOGICAL CHANCE 
(Continued) 
We must continue to adapt the manage­ 
ment and organization of the Department of 
Defense to changing militan, needs. We 
must encourage fundamental advances in 
military technology and their rapid intro­ 
duction. Through bold and tough-minded 
management we should reduce lead-time in 
bringing new weapons to operational use. 
Civilian and military leaders, with the help 
and understanding of Congress, must make 
and make stick the difficult inter-service 
decisions required for the selection of major 
weapons systems from among available al­ 
ternatives. The increasing complexity of these 
systems, the time required for their develop­ 
ment, and their fabulous cost give these 
decisions overriding importance. Conserva­ 
tion of time is critical; it may be more 
important than the conservation of funds. 
Saving time is likely to save money. 
Throughout the economy, collective bar­ 
gaining between management and labor will 
have a marked influence on the process of 
technological change. It should anticipate 
needed adjustments, through retraining and 
transfer policies, and, if layoffs become 
necessary, hv such means as severance pay. 
Problems of technological change will require 
farsighted planning by industry', labor, 'and 
government on a cooperative basis. 
Public-and private leadership are required 
where whole areas are economically dis­ 
tressed. Measures to encourage industries to 
move to such communities and relocation 
programs for individuals are justified. Con­ 
sideration should he given, where necessary, 
to state and federal government participation 
in loans and grants to aid community efforts 
pnd to underwrite support for programs of 
retraining. 
9. AGRICULTURE 
The relative financial return to agriculture 
In the economy lias deteriorated. The ultimate 
goal must be a tupply-drmand equilibrium 
to permit the market, with a fair return to 
farmers, to determine the manpower and 
capital committed to this sector of the 
economy . To avoid shock to the economy, 
this goal should be approached by gradual 
stages. 
A seperate problem concerns the 50 per 
cent of our farmers who operate at subsis* 
tence levels and produce only 10 per cent 
of farm output. For them new opportunities 
must be f o u n d through training and 
through location of new industriea in farm 
areas. During this decade non-farm jobs 
must be found — where possible locally— 
for about 1.5 million farm operators who 
now earn less than $1.500 a year. 
Farm Industry is a notable example of 
rapid technological change and difficult ad­ 
justment. Productivity in agriculture rose in 
the last decade about three times as fast 
as in the economy as a whole. Therefore, 
more resources — more people, and more 
Investment — are employed than are required 
to meet our domestic and foreign needs. 
Farmers are leaving the induatry. There 
are a million fewer families operating farms 
than there were in 1950. a decline in the 
decade of about 20 per cent. This shift of 
occupation contributes to o u r economic 
growth, and ultimately to a healthy farm 
Industry. 
Major measures to reduce oversupplv must 
include much increased retirement of farm 
land, with emohasis on whole farms. To in­ 
crease demand we need energetic develop­ 
ment of overseas markets. Agriculture could 
be competitive in world markets if there were 
reciprocal lowering of quotas and other trade 
barriers. In selected areas, our surpluses can 
meet human want without disrupting the 
markets of other nations. Improvement of 
nutritional levels for manv \meric?ns would 
not only increase the w ork efficiency-of our 
population hut also reduce farm atirpluses. 
Covemment programs of help for farm­ 
ers. including price supports' and other means 
to prevent collapse of incomes, will continue 
to he necessary for some time: they must be 
so managed that they cushion the shock of 
the transition, without unduly slowing the 
pace of necessary fundamental adjustments. 
10. LIVING CONDITIONS 
We must remedy slum conditions, reverse 
the process of decay in the larger cities, and 


reBeve the necessity for lowdncome and mU 
nority groups to conctntrete there. 
We should also seek solutions for ha pi haz­ 
ard suburban growth, and provide an equit­ 
able sharing of the cost of public services be- 
tucen central cities an4 suburbs. In man if' 
parts of the country, the goal should be a 
regional pattern which provides for a num­ 
ber of urban centers, each with its men indus­ 
tries. i*s own educational, cultural and recre­ 
ational institutions, and'a balanced poiwla- 
tion of carious income levels and back­ 
grounds. The needs of a growing imputation 
for jiarks and recreation must he met. 
To these ends, we need* dedicated private 
leadership, togetlier with public and private 
action to provide improved services and fa­ 
cilities for residents of slum areas, stepped-uo 
urban renewal programs, and an increased 
rate of construction of lower-priced homes 
and apartment units. Effective regional plan­ 
ning is essential, and there should be fresh 
emphasis on Considerations of beauty. We 
should seek elimination of racial discrimina­ 
tion in housing. 
Experience in the past decade has taught 
us some of the steps w’hich must he taken. 
Further urban renewal programs, costing as 
much as $4 billion per year, are needed to 
purchase d ty land, clear it of dilapidated 
buildings, and make’it available for residen­ 
tial and business use. Roads and rapid tran­ 
sit facilities should be planned and financed 
as a unit, and effective regional planning 
should deal with all transportation, indus­ 
trial location, and govemmenfassisted hous­ 
ing plans. Services to residents of slum areas, 
including particularly education, need the 
same emphasis as slum clearance. 
Because experimentation is needed and 
solutions to these problems may very well 
vary from place to place, federal housing 
policies should permit local authorities much 
more discretion. Where local laws prohibit 
discrimination, federal officials should with­ 
hold assistance from housing projects that 
violate the local fair housing policies. Consid­ 
eration should he given to federal support, 
for a limited period, of an intensive moderate- 
cost housing program under which state and 
local governments could experiment with 
mortgage insurance lovv-interest loans, non­ 
profit corporations and other forms of indus­ 
try-municipal cooperation. 
Private and civic initiative are vital to such 
programs. The attainment of these goals will 
involve massive investment. In the long run 
this will pay handsome social and economic 
dividends. 
11. HEALTH AND WELFAFE 
The demand for medical care has enorm­ 
ously increased. To meet it toe must have 
more doctors, nurses, and other medical per­ 
sonnel. There should he more hospitals, 
clinics and nursing homes. Greeter effect­ 
iveness in the use of such institutions will 
reduce overall requirements# There is a 
heavy responsibility on thr medical and 
public health professions to contribute better 
solutions. 
Federal grants for thr construction of 
hospitals should he continued and extended 
to other medical facilities. Increased private, 
state end- federal support is necessary for 
training doctors. 
Further efforts are needed to reduce the 
burden of the cost of medical cere. Extension 
of medical in.stirance is necessary, through 
both public and private agencies. 
As our need for doctors rises, the number 
of applications to medical school Is declining. 
To meet our medical needs, we must not 
only increase the number of places in medical 
school bv about one-half in this decade; we 
must also make it much more practicable 
for young men and women ek talent and 
modest means to enter the profession. Schol­ 
arships during medical school and during 
internship training are necessary. 
The studv of environmental health tneas* 
ures should he increased. We need to mobil­ 
ize our resources better to understand such 
problems as air and w ater imitation, radiation 
hazards, and food additives. This is necessary’ 
In order that the government may formulate 
wiser policies of regulation. 
Some 17 million persons suffer from men­ 
tal illness is this country; it costs state 
governments .over <1 billion per year. A 
maximum research effort a substantial in­ 
crease in the number of mental health 
clinics, and further progress In Improving 
state mental hospitals are all part of the 
necessary effort to cope with it.

Saving Plan 
Is Revealed 


Village CPA Tells

Cut Tax Payment

This is the second of a series of 
articlas which will appear in this 
newspaper in the weeks to come. 
The purpose of this article is to 
acquaint the public with some of 
the m ore common tax saving pro­ 
cedures availably. 
A taxpayer m ay by proper plan­ 
ning minimize his ultimate tax bill 
by acting before Dec. 31. After 
that date it is too late. 


MANY Taxpayers time the pay­ 
ment of most deductible expense 
and thereby have two years deduc­ 
tions on one year's tax bill. Then, 
on alternate y e a ri use the Stan­ 
dard 10 per cent deduction. This 
can m ean a tax saving of many 
dollars depending on the amount 
of the expense involved. 
L et's uso an example. A taxpay­ 
er itemizes his deductions, viz, 
donations, interest, taxes, medical 
expense, etc?, on pags 2 of tho 
tax form . He m ay be able to 
pay some of these items before 
Dec. 31. end increase the deduc­ 
tion this year. 


REAL PROPERTY tax bills are 
usually mailed 
in 
October. 
By 
paying all of the 1960-61 property 
tax before Dec. 31. the deduction 
m ay be token on the 1960 income 
tax return. Likewise, assume a 
church contribution was paid ear­ 
lier this year. By paying the 1961 
contribution before Dec. 31. double 
expense can be deducted in arriv* 
ing at I960 taxable income. How­ 
ever. there is a ceiling on contri­ 
butions and care should be taken 
not to exceed th at ceiling 
Those taxpayers anticipa;ing a 
refund should get their returns in 
as soon after Jan 1 as possible. 
If you have any special tax prob­ 
lems you are wise to consult a 
Certified Public Accountant or a 
P A. They are specialists in the 
provisions of the Internal Revenue 
Code and regulations in regard to 
Individual and c o r p o r a t a tax 
problem s.

HEART FAILURE' 
IS MISUNDERSTOOD 


In an effort to clear up a popu 
lar misconception 
about- “ heart 
failure." the 
Riverside 
County 
Heart Association today released 
a hopeful message stating most 
patients with this condition res- 
p>nd well to proper medical care 
and can lead fairly active lives. 
Dr. Fred Havens, president'of 
the county heart group, stated to­ 
day that a new leaflet, issued by 
the American Heart Association, 
point* out that contrary to wide 
misunderstanding, congestive heart 
failure or cardiac insufficiency do 
not m ean that the heart 
stops 
beating. A “ failing” heart contin­ 
ues to work but with less strength 
than is needed for good health. 


ACCORDING TO THE leaflet 
heart failure 
occurs 
when 
the 
heart’s ability to circulate blood 
normally throughout the body has 
been weakened by some form of 
¿•«art or blood vessel disease such 
as atherosclerosis, a severe heart 
attack.severe high blood pressure, 
rheum atic fever or heart defects 
present at birth. 
"Most mild or moderate cases 
and many severe ones respond well 
to. treatm ent because medical sci­ 
ence has found ways to strengthen 
the heart and help patients con­ 


trol their heart fiilure," the leaf 
let. “ Facts About Congestiva Heart 
Failure," state*. 


THE NEW HEART Association 
leaflet emphasizes 
that 
only 
a 
physician can recognize and treat 
heart failure, “ the sooner he is 
consulted, the sooner the condi­ 
tion can be relieved or controlled.” 
it says. Seeing a physician is rec­ 
ommended if any of the following 
conditions are present: 
1. Labored breathing during or 
'dinary activity. 
■ 2. Frequent waking at night with 
shortness of breath. 
3. Swelling of ankles, legs and 
sometimes (he abdomen, and in­ 
creasing weight caused by an Ac­ 
cumulation of water in the tissues. 


ORDINARILY. HEART failure 
does not come on suddenly but 
attention should be paid to warn­ 
ing signals when they first occur.

The Colorado River Boundary 
Commission of the State of Cali­ 
fornia was urgently requested by 
the Board of Supervisors in a res­ 
olution adopted this week to pur­ 
sue without further delay all possi­ 
ble means and methods of amica­ 
bly resolving with the State of 
Arizona the uncertainties of the 
boundary between the two atates. 
“ Under the present circumstan­ 
ces." stated the resolution, "it 
cannot be said with reasonable 
certainty whether substantial por­ 
tions of the area lie in California 
or in Arizona, ao there can be no 
adequate determination as to jur­ 
isdiction of courts or of the offi­ 
cers and agencies of state and 
local government. 
“Titles to land remain unsettled, 
crime may go unpunished, govern­ 
ment regulations, laws and ordin­ 
ances may be unheeded, the as­ 
sessment and collection of taxes is 
impeded, lands stand idle and un­ 
improved. A vast recreational area 
remains largely unexploited and 
public welfare is frustrated." 
The supervisors urged the gov­ 
ernor and legislature to support 
and assist the boundary commis­ 
sion in an early solution to t h e 
boundary problems..
